A mother and two y oung children in 
costumes of the Victorian ag e are shown 
lig hting a candle in the window of their 
home. 
The lig hted candle is indicative of 
the enlig htment on tuberculosis that has 
been k indled by the Christmas Seals and 
of their mission of p rotecting every home 
from the 
dread 
disease. 
Tubefculosis 
break s up more homes than any other 
disease. 
If a mother or father is strick en, 
this means sep aration from the family if 
other members are to be p rotected from 
the threat of the disease. 
Tuberculosis 
usually bring s a serious economic p roblem. 
Each y ear tuberculosis claims the lives of 
40,000 p ersons between 15 and 45, the 
most p roductive y ears. 
Many of these vic­ 
tims are mothers and fathers, who leave 
y oung orp haned children to face life alone. 
Christmas Seals finance a y ear-round p ro­ 
g ram to control tuberculosis and by so 
doing , p rotect all homes from tuberculosis. 
The sale was started Thank sg iving Day 
and continues until Christmas.

relief. I’d m ak e it clear

didn 't care who

hit. 
There undoubtedly is a w idesp read 
im p ression th a t our relief m ethods 
(not relief itself but its adm inis­ 
tra tio n ) have created a national 
Tam m any .

I’d p rove 
th a t this susp icion is unfounded, 
and I ’d do it conclusively . Or els?

“The 
ag ricultural 
situation,” 
my friend p roceeded, “is a scan­ 
dal.” 
“Let me illustrate.” 
“The other day a chap 1 k novs 
ask ed me to join him in the p ui- 
chaae of a farm near W ashing ­ 
ton. ‘But.’ I rep lied, T m no farm ­ 
er.’ 'Neither am I,’ he assured me. 
'We don’t need to be.’ 
“Then he ex p lained. 'This p lace,' 
he said, 'can be had very reason­ 
ably . We'll p lant it to blueg rass— 
soil conservation stuff. Foi 
con­ 
serving our soil we’ll g et $14 
p er 
acre from the g overnment. In two 
y ears we’ll have an area of fine 
sod. Such sod, in this p art of the 
country , is salable at hard onto 
$100 p er acre. T here’s a machine 
now for scoop ing it up and rolling 
it, and it’s in brisk demand. Our 
g overnm ental $14 p er acre for two 
y ears wili about half p ay for the 
land, then w e’ll g et $100 p er acte 
for the sod. and can sell the farm 
a t a net p rofit—or 
p lant more 
blueg rass, and g o on collecting $14 
p er acre for the blueg rass.’ 
“J don’t contend,” 
my 
friend 
added, “th a t sod’s w orth $100 p et 
acre every w here, but it is in this 


vicinity . I’ve no doubt that such 
sy stems, more ot less modified as 
to local conditions, are ap p licable 
elsewhere.”

IF W E ex amine a series of brains 
of the lower anim als in an ascend­ 
ing scale up to m an, we find th at in 
the lower form s the top of the brain 
is g iven over to larg e masses of 
nervous g ang lia which have to do 
with such thing s as smell, vision, 
hearing and motor co-ordination. 
The hig her y ou g o, the more these 
g ang lia are covered over by real — 
it is difficult to find a word for it, 
but we will call it “ think ing ” tissue. 
When y ou g et to the human brain, 
the “think ing ” tissue is a g reat mass 
on top , and the g ang lia th at have to 
do with co-ordination are alm ost 
hidden underneath it. 
But they are there just the same, 
and very im p ortant and necessary 
to our hap p iness they are, too. You 
have p robably never heard of one of 
these g roup s of g ang lia—the op tic 
thalam i— but the life, liberty and 
hap p iness of every one of y ou de­ 
p end up on the intactness of y our 
op tic thalam i. 
Co-ordinate Sensation 


The thalam i are the centers for 
the co-ordination of 'sensation, as 
the cerebellum is the center for the 
co-ordination of motion. 
It is not easy to describe just w hat 
the thalam i do. They receive im­ 
p ressions of sense, esp ecially those 
evok ing p leasure and discom fort and 
consciousness of chang e* of state. 
Then they relay these to the hig her 
brain centers. The hig her centers 
are more discrim inatory . 
For in­ 
stance, if there is a disorder of the 
♦ 


thalam i, the p atient say s, “ Some­ 
thing is hap p ening to me; 
I am be­ 
ing h urt”, instead of, “ You are stick ­ 
ing a p in into the back of my hand . 
The usefulness of the thalam i 
p robably lies in the absorp tion and 
sorting out of sensations. We are 
constantly having more sensatio ns 
than we can handle. The thalami 
receive all these and classify them 
and adjudicate them. If they 
are 
im p ortant, the thalam i send them up 
to the big boss. 
The cerebellum does the same sort 
of thing on the motor side. To my 
way of think ing , the cerebellum is 
the most marvelous org an in the hu­ 
man body . It is the only one th a t is 
absolutely p erfect, and woe be unto 
y ou if y ou lose the g overning of y our 
cerebellum. 
Here is w hat the cerebellum does. 
You are sitting in y our chair read­ 
ing this new sp ap er. You decide to 
toss it on the chair nex t to y ou, and 
with uncanny accuracy it lig hts ex ­ 
actly on the seat of the chair. If y o u 
m easured the ex act distance, the 
w eig ht of the p ap er and the am ount 
of m uscular force required to thro w 
it there, and then p roceeded on the 
basis of y our m athem atical calcula­ 
tions, the chances are y our attem p t 
would be an aby sm al failure. 
But 
the cerebellum does all this calculat­ 
ing for y ou and the result is p erfect. 
It is, y ou see, a combination of ey e, 
equilibrium , aw areness of m uscular 
control and the balance o f the bo dy 
in sp ace. All of the elements are 
centered and co-ordinated in the cer­ 
ebellum.

By LOGAN CLENDENING, M. D. 
IF WE examine a series of brains 
of the lower animals in an ascend­ 
ing scale up to man, we find that in 
the lower forms the top of the brain 
is given over to large masses of 
nervous ganglia which have to do 
with such things as smell, vision, 
hearing and motor co-ordination.

The usefulness of the thalami 
probably lies in the absorption and 
sorting out of sensations. We ara 
constantly having more sensations 
than we can handle. The thalami

ganglia are covered over by real— important| the thalami send them up 
it is difficult to find a word for it, 
but we will call it “thinking” tissue. 
When you get to the human brain, 
the “thinking" tissue is a great mass 
on top, and the ganglia that have to 
do with co-ordination are almost 
hidden underneath it. 
But they are there just the same, 
and very important and necessary 
to our happiness they are, too. You 
have probably never heard of one of 
these groups of ganglia—the optic 
thalami—but the life, liberty and 
happiness of every one of you de­ 
pend upon the intactness of your 
optic thalami. 
Co-ordinate Sensation 
The thalami are the centers for 
the co-ordination of 'sensation, as 
the cerebellum is the center for the 
co-ordination of motion. 
It is not easy to describe just what 
the thalami do. They receive im­ 
pressions of sense, especially those 
evoking pleasure and discomfort and 
consciousness of changes of state. 
Then they relay these to the higher 
brain centers. The higher centers 
are more discriminatory. For in­ 
stance, if there is a disorder of the

The cerebellum does the same sort 
of thing on the motor side. To my 
way of thinking, the cerebellum Is 
the most marvelous organ in the hu­ 
man body. It is the only one that is 
absolutely perfect, and woe be unto 
you if you lose the governing of your 
cerebellum. 
Here is what the cerebellum does. 
You are sitting in your chair read­ 
ing this newspaper. You decide to 
toss it on the chair next to you, and 
with uncanny accuracy it lights ex­ 
actly on the seat of the chair. If you 
measured the exact distance, the 
weight of the paper and the amount 
of muscular force required to throw 
it there, and then proceeded on the 
basis of your mathematical calcula­ 
tions, the chances are your attempt 
would be an abysmal failure. But 
the cerebellum does all this calculat­ 
ing for you and the result is perfect. 
It is, you see, a combination of eye, 
equilibrium, awareness of muscular 
control and the balance of th# body 
in space. All of the elements ar# 
centered and co-ordinated in the cer­ 
ebellum.
